products by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission have had Die effect of 
closing the m arkets t\> t lie producers 
of such products. 
In some instances, 
the freight has exceeded the contract 
price of the commodity shipped and 
th a t too, w here the shipm ent moved 
w holly w ithin the state. 
These rates 
are sought to be justified \

theory th a t a less 'a te wo

burden upon in terstate col 
The In te rsta te C om m em C om,mis­ 
sion exercises the power by virtue of 
the question of “ buruen upon in te r­ 
state com m erce" being involved. 
On 
account of these prohibitive rates, the 
incentive of the farm er to diversity 
is minimized and th e would-be con­ 
su m er denied th e desired products. 
T he powers which the State Railroad 
Commission aforetim e had, should be 
fully and completely restored to 
t 
As a m eans of doing this, I favor 
legislation by the national congress 
and if necessary an am en d m en t to 
the federal constitution. 
Tile rates now charge by the rail­ 
r o a d s make the m arketing ol farm 
products alm ost prohibitive it 
tile 
haul is a very long one. 
You talk with the cowman and he 
will tell you the difference in tho 
freight rate now anet before it was 
raised on a car of stock or cattle 
shipped from the m arket here arni 
back to the m ark et w nen fat, would 
be a very nice profit on the invest­ 
m ent. 
I have talked w ith th e ship­ 
pers; I know w hat an im po rtant part 
th e freight is on a car of cattle ship 
ped to grass then back to th e m ar 
ket. 
The facts are, after th e ex 
penses are paid, including freight 
r a t e s and com mission, th ere is n o th ­ 
ing but a loss tor tile chipper. 
You farm ers who wish to soil one 
or more head of. cattle are compelled 
to pay this rate, for the reason that 
the buyer know s he m ust take it ofT 
th e p ri c e he pays you when he m akes 
purchase. 
In my own hom e town 
last year there was shipped out over 
19,000 worth of w aterm elons and the 
railro ad s received in 
freight 
r a t e s 
over $7,000 of the amount 
h a v in g 
th e grow ers less than $2,0e+\ 
One can readily sic that such a 
condition will prevent the producer 
from m ak ng money, or even g e t­ 
ting cost out of his products. 
The ra te ot cotton from any point 
in r Ii is district to Galveston, which 
is less th an eight hundred miles, is 
betw een eighty and ninety cents, an ■ 
yet the sam e cotton can be tran sp o rt­ 
ed to E ngliand a distance of nearly 
five thousand miles for forty cents a 
hu nd red. 
All over this state there 
have been voted fund* to build good 
ro ad s and yet in some of the black 
land counties w here there is no road- 
building 
m aterial 
the 
freight 
on 
cru sh ed 
stone 
and 
gravel

they can not build

ed. 
The producer has seen his values 
shrink until he is alm ost a b an k ru p t 
and yet the governm ent has perm it­ 
ted the railro ad s to raise th eir rates 
th a t they m ight pay a dividend, while 
th e producer, w ithout any legislation 
fo r him, could not even get first cost, 
No g o vern m ent will survive when 
law s are enacted for the benefit of 
one section or class, »nd at the same 
tim e pauperize another section or 
class. 
Tax Revision.

trouble and expense? 
Tax-Free S ecu rities.

No monies, securi 
ties, or properties should be perm it 
ted to escape paying their proportion­ 
ate part of the expenses of this gov 
ei am ent. 
The im portance of agriculture 'in 
its relation to th e problems of re­ 
construction, and as the principal 
foundation of real prosperity is m ore 
fully recognized today than ever be­ 
fore. 
This recognition should m ake 
possible the solution of some of the 
a rm e rs’ problems vvhicn in the past 
liave been understood r*y few. 
The agricultural problem is the 
gravest problem now Derore the peo­ 
ple of this country. 
It is not only 
an emergency problem , but unless 
solved, will be a p erm anent one. 
In my judgm ent, tne root of the 
trouble is in the fact th a t American 
farm ers have not received the com­ 
pensation they should for their ef­ 
forts, as compared w ith the com pen­ 
sation in other vocations. 
The accum ulated w ealth of our ag­ 
ricultural and stock-raising classes 
l a r g e l y represents enhanced land val­ 
ue ra th e r than the earnings from la­ 
bor of the profit from their invest­ 
ment.

Americanized than e . e r . Dozens of the 
men now playing prominent roles in 
the Lithuanian government and in busi­ 
ness here are Lithuanians who have 
been in America and returned to their 
birthland since the country won its in­ 
dep enden ce. 
Some of tile business men 
still retain their American citizenship. 
More strictly American type clothes 
are noted in Lithuania than any other 
country of Europe. 
Lithuania, exclusive of the disputed 
Mina territory, has about 2,500.000 in­ 
habitants. 
At least 100,000 of these 
have been at one time or another in 
America. 
The smallest Lithuanian village gen­ 
erally boasts at least one English- 
speaking citizen. 
Their English is of 
the American variety.

POULTRY PROFIT IS FEEDING 


! Mash of Bran, Middlings, Meat Scrap 
and Cornmeal Is Best, Expert* 
Have Proven. 


(Prepared by the United States Departm ent 
of A griculture ) 
j 
Valuable results of interest to poul- 
trymen have been obtained 
by 
the 
I United States D epartm ent of Agricul- 
i ture in the experim ental tests at the 
government poultry farm, Beltsville, 
Md., where different rations have been 
fed to various groups of laying hens 
for a period of eight years. 
At this 
time, more than I,(XX) hens and pullets 
are used in feeding trials of this kind. 
The pens range in size from 30 to 
50 hens, all the fowls being trap-nested 
during the period under test. 
During 
tile last three years, tile mash which 
has given the most uniform and Iwst 
production has consisted of a m ixture 
of 4 per cent bran, 4 per cent mid­ 
dlings, 26 per cent m eat scrap, and 66 
per cent cornmeal. 
This m ash was 
the result of experim ents where th© 
hens Vero allowed to select their own 
mash ingredients. 
When given free 
choice of these various ingredients, the 
fowls consumed the various ingredi­ 
ents In the above proportions.

scrap by 3 per cent an d tile cornmeal 
by 12 per cent have not shown any 
advantage. 
The evidences are that 
ground oats added to the ration pro­ 
duces no beneficial results. 
It pays 
to vary the proportion of grains in 
the scratch mixture, from an econom­ 
ical standpoint, according to the m ar­ 
ket price of these farm crops.

present, a scratch m ixture of three 
p arts cracked corn, two p arts oats, and 
one part wheat, by weight, is used 
with this mash. 
Iii previous years fish meal has not j 
proved a more profitable and practi­ 
cal source of protein in the mash than j 
m eat scrap, hut during the present ; 
y ea r the production lias been 
very 
good where the fish refuse has been 
used, and as the price of this m ateri­ 
al has decreased, larger net incomes 
result from its use. 
Sixty per cent 
protein fish scrap now can he obtained 
for from $1 to $2 per hundred pounds 
cheaper than 55 per cent protein m eat 
scrap. 
Innum erable varieties of fish 
scrap have been fed and no harmful 
effects have 
resulted 
from 
feeding 
even fish scrap of varied compositions, 
some being unusually rich In oil con­ 
tent. 
T ests in v>. bich only 15 
per 
’ent of meat scrap w as fed in the 
mash have not resulted in as high 
production with pullets as where 20 
or 2;i f>er cent of m eat scrap was used, 
but with yearling hens rho 16 per 
cent m eat scrap has given practically 
as good production 
as 
the 
higher. 
With the heavier breeds, It Is advisa­ 
ble to decrease the am ount of m eat 
scrap during the second year, as such 
feeding tends to keep the fowls in 
hefter breeding condition.
